Mr. D. R. Harris said (hat this was 
the first time be had coiim before tho 
electors ;is a I'aiididale for iiiiniiidp.'il lion- 
ni'H, liiit hoped Ihal nwiiig In lii.s having 
liei.-n an ollicer for llu.> corporation it 
wnuhl llll a help to him, if elected, dur- 
ing Ins term as councillor. Ifo did not 
want those present to go ,'iway with the 
ililpre.ssioii Ihal, he was not |'iroi,ri-essi\e. 
He wanted to see \ i,'loiia go ahe.'iil and 
helhoughl 11, had done sn very eoiisider- 
alily of late. He did not think it adyis 
able to run thu city into debt. Mr. Bar- 
nard had very justly remarked that a re- 
port had gone abroad that VicUiria was 
nnhealthy, and he Iriisteil that the jieople 
woiijil soon h.'ive sewerage and make \'ie 
loiia mil' of the lieailhiest, places on the 
continent. He was not veiy well ])osted 
oil eleetrie light matters. It had done one 
good thing, though, and that was to le- 
I diice the price of gas. (Applause.) 
i Conn. Higgins said that he had t<jld the 
i ralep.'iyei-s when b'e appeared before them 
I last ye.u- that he would bring almut 
.1 Ihoi.mgh reform in the poliee fiiree,aud 
tliniighl that everyone would acknowledge 
that t he force was in a much more .safis- 
faetiiry stjite now than before. He had 
.'dsn jiledged himself to favor a thnrougb 
system of tlraiiiage; but he went into 
the eniineil entirely iiiipledgeil and iiii- 
Irammehd with regard In any particular 
system. He was prepared to say imw 
that he had ko]it his woid. He was op- 
posed to the mayor's putting him on the 
saniljiry committee, but as he bad been 
[ilaced there he had eiid(Nivnred In dn bis 
best. He had in eniiseipieiiee nf his ]iosi- 
liear mnst nf the blame, ami he 
it I'lieerfiilly. When the mayor jirn- 
|iosed his civic tour be (Mr. Higgins) 
thought it a gootl opportunity to investi- 
gate the drainage (|Ucstion and visited 
several of the l.-ii-,ge cities of the east and 
fniiiid that iimlergi-niind Sewerage had 
been adopled every w hero. At.'i public 
meetiug that was held lately objection 
w.'is t.'ikeii to the sclieinc adopted by thu 
council and it was withdrawn. , He would 
not consent to borrowing iiumey without, 
thu consent of the ratepayers. An 
objeetiiiii li.id been raised to him 
as a cnuncillor, that he w.ia ;i 
meniliei- of the legislaturo. Last 
year the objection raised was that 
he was a newspipor man. His op- 
ponents must have some excuse for 
op|iiisiiig him. He contended that as ,1 
menilier of parliament ho could do the 
city niiich gnnd. Ileeniild tight success- 
fully against the remnval of the capital, 
and cuukl and wmild prot4.>ct our 
eity against every attempt to smitch 
away its commerce (ajiplauso). in 
the matter of drainage we should 
remember that |io»erful rivals were 
.'iliout to compete for the tourist 
traiel, and Wi; sliniild try to dn ,'ill we 
cniild to sweeten and beautify \'ietiiria. 
He then showed what had been done with 
tho goO,000 voted for streets and side 
walks, and claimed there was scarcely a 
resident in the sulmrhs who eould not 
re.'irh the postothi-e dry slii.il. In emiclu 
Sinn he saiil if llie peniile did not ivanl to 
l.oiii.w .<,"i(H),(K)l) or any other sum he 
Would m'\ ei' he ,-1 party to any attempt to 
alier the loan so that the council could 
over l ido the ratepayers, although ho 
hoped and believed they would look upon 
the mailer ill a diirereiit light next suiii-
